are made by meana of a pitcher
pump and 18 feet of rubber
hose, marked In lengths. The
pump M screwed to a plank and
attached to tbe hose by a union coup-
ling. In making measurements tha
plank la placed across the top of "a
gas vent and the boee pushed into ine
tank until it la near the supposed
sludge level. The hose Is then lowered
an Inch at a time. Between each shift
aufficlent pumping la dona to insure
complete change of water In the boa.
When the aludge level la reached, the
pump will raise aludge. The Irnrlh
of tbe hose below the chimney top is
then noted, and aa the distance from
top of chimney to bottom of tank la
known It la an easy matter to estimate
the depth ot tbe sludge.
